Claims 1-66 are allowable over the prior art for at least 
the reason that the prior art fails to teach or reasonably 
suggest the orientation being equal to half of a desired 
geometrical phase modulus 2n wherein each grating with a local 
period being smaller than the wavelength of the incident light 
beam as set forth in the claimed combination in each independent 
claim.

Shemo et al . (US 2008/0226844 Al): The reference teaches a 
spatially variant phase shift which shapes the optical beam wave 
front .
